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LET IT WAIT. 


The situation in regard to many of our 
laws is an illustration of the fact that it is 
not always the part of wisdom to seize time 
by the forelock in putting through legisla­ 
tion of the highest importance affecting the 
whole population vitally and directly. The 
plan of the practical politician is to jam his 
taw through when the opportunity offers, 
[f the congress in session will pass it, put it 
over regardless of all other considerations. 
This, or something like this, seems to be 
President Harding’s idea in regard to ship 
subsidy. 
He cannot be sure that this con­ 
gress will pass ship subsidy, but he can be 
pretty sure that this congress is much more 
likely to pass it than the next congress. So 
he is in a tremendous hurry to get it on 
the books. 
The ship subsidy project is one of large 
importance. Entirely aside from the merits 
of the scheme, is it right or wise that a con­ 
gress which no longer represents the peo­ 
ple of the country should decide this ques­ 
tion? The Brooklyn Eagle puts this aspect 
of the matter concisely but unanswerably, 
‘This congress,” it says, “was condemned 
at the polls of November 7. It is not repre­ 
sentative of American public opinion at this 
time. 
Yet the President would have it in 
special session hurry to enactment a meas­ 
ure for which there is no general demand 
in the country and against which a large 
and growing volume of opposition has been 
stirred up. This is bad politics, involving a 
further recoil against the president and his 
party.” 
The ship subsidy question ought to be 
postponed.

to gain them even though energy is wasted 
which might be used in productive pursuits. 
But it does not deceive itself as to the facts. 
America approves the movies, not because 
they abstract a lot of money from American 
pockets, but because they furnish enter­ 
tainment; 
and 
it desires to 
preserve 
Niagara Falls, not for the sake of those who 
profit, but because the grandeur of that 
wonderful scene is a joy to the soul. Aes­ 
thetics as well as economics must be served.

- eaee seems to be almost as bloody as 
war. The world is supposed to be at peace 
now; even the fighting which is going on in 
Ireland is not classed as regular warfare. 
But the summary taking of human life by 
action of the kind of tribunal which war 
sets up still goes on, and in the past several 
days there has been a sort of epidemic of 
this sort of thing. The execution of Erskine 
Childers in Ireland, by order of the Irish 
Free State government was followed fast 
by the execution of five former cabinet offi­ 
cers and one general by order of the Greek 
government. At the same time in Bulgaria 
the question of what disposal should be 
made of certain former ministers now in 
disfavor was submitted to the people and 
they by an overwhelming vote decreed the 
death penalty. 
One might suppose from these things 
that the war had worked some deep change 
in the nature of man, rendering him more 
bloodthirsty or at least more stern and less 
merciful than he used to be. 
Has such a 
change really come about? 
Those who think fairly well of mankind, 
without being Pollyannas, will not believe 
it We explain these bloody phenomena by 
saying that they are the unavoidable con­ 
comitants of the problems left by the war. 
But sometimes even the most hopeful must 
pause and wonder whether these problems 
are ever going to be solved by this method. 
Is this really the way, the only way, of lift­ 
ing the world out of the slough of despond 
and of difficulty into which the war plung­ 
ed it?

Inasmuch as ♦here is no 
place of shelter for the Greeks if 
they depart, Rear Admiral Mark L. 
Bristol, one of the American observ­ 
ers at the conference, and American 
high comnPssioner at Constantinople, 
together with many other foreign of­ 
ficials in Turkey, has endeavored to 
discourage a helter-skelter emigra­ 
tion.

FASCISM SPREADING. 


Fascistic movements seem to be spring­ 
ing up everywhere. 
Prussia now has one 
and so has Bavaria and it is said that even 
Mexico has been caught by the prevailing 
fashion. 
Of course, theTecent spectacular 
performance in Italy 
is 
the 
inspiration. 
That was the sort of dramatic climax which 
always stirs the imagination of the world, 
and the victory of Mussolini’s Blackshirts 
was so complete and seemed so easy that in 
many other lands people hotly discounted 
with things as they are were sure to begin 
wondering whether the 
Italian 
method 
could not be adopted to the needs— or what 
they believed to 
be the needs— of their 
own countries. 
But if Mussolini’s men have supplied the 
moving inspiration, the inspiration leading 
directly to the birth of Fascism, as it is call­ 
ed, in other countries, the idea itself goes 
much further back than that. The Fascistic 
method seems to be 
nothing 
but the old 
method of direct action, the method of tak­ 
ing the law into one’s hands when one does 
not agree with the law on the books or 
with the constituted authorities or when 
one feels that the latter are moving too 
slowly. The only new thing about Fascism 
seems to be that it represents the adoption 
of this method on a large scale by the ele­ 
ments which have 
generally 
opposed it. 
Heretofore direct action has generally been 
a radical weapon. 
Now it is becoming a 
weapon of the opponents of radicalism. 
Probably 
this 
development is natural 
enough. The under dog is the direct action 
advocate, that is why up to this time the 
phrase is associated in one’s mind with ex­ 
treme radicalism, which has generally been 
the under dog. In Italy the radicals got on 
top, the situation was reversed, the anti­ 
radicals became the under dog. 
So they 
went in for direct action 
and 
carried it 
through— with much more ability than the 
radicals have generally shown. 
Now that 
the Italian Fascisti’s success has inspired 
similar movements in other lands 
where 
radicalism, if not dominant, is very strong, 
it seems necessary to expect that this%phil- 
osophy of “fighting the devil with his own 
fire,” will spread still further. 
It is a militant age, despite our recent ter­ 
rible dose of war and our supposed yearn­ 
ing for peace. Not only do nations threaten 
war with nations, but within the nations 
groups threaten war with groups, no longer 
:ontent with the old peaceable methods of 
deciding which group shall rule, but pre­ 
ferring to strive for dominance with force. 
f the movement spreads still further, as all 
;he signs indicate, people who like tranquil­ 
ly had better migrate to Mars.

VISIT HAS CAUSED THOUGHT. 


If the question of America’s foreign 
policy had been settled by the 1920 elec­ 
tion, as many persons 
pretend to believe,! 
Clemenceau’s visit to this country would be 
highly regrettable. 
In such circumstances 
there could be no profit in reviving old bit­ 
terness and animosities. 
But as an expres- i 
sion of the public will and opinion in regard 
to the question of America’s relation andl 
attitude to the other nations of the world 
that election was a farce. 
The Harding administration chose to re- j 
gard it as a mandate in favor of aloofness 
purely and simply because that was the 
most convenient interpretation to give it. i 
In order to win, the republican organiza­ 
tion had given pledges to the Bitterenders. 
It knew that if it broke those pledges the 
Bitterenders would raise cain and make 
endless trouble for it. So, entirely for rea­ 
sons of political expediency, it has solemnly 
pretended that the 7,000,000 Harding ma­ 
jority was a mandate for aloofness. 
Clemenceau’s visit, if it accomplishes 
nothing else immediately, is certain to ex­ 
pose that egregious sham. It will stimulate 
vigorously public 
interest, 
which had al­ 
ready begun to revive in the question of iso­ 
lation versus participation in world affairs 
and will re-create it as a live issue of the 
highest importance— indaed, as the most 
important of all issues because it underlies 
all the other great questions before us. This 
is pretty sure to result in the consolidation 
of the loose, passive and hitherto ineffec­ 
tive mass of public opinion which is oppos­ 
ed to isolation. That if really w hat is need­ 
ed. 
The isolationists have had their way 
because they were aggressive and deter­ 
mined and ready at all times to bullyrag the 
powers that be at Washington. 
When the 
anti-isolationists are equally aggressive and 
determined, Washington, already startled 
by the recent election, will pay more at­ 
tention to them. 
Clemenceau’s message has not only set a 
great many people thinking. 
His straight- 
from-the-shoulder frankness has probably 
also provided a plain hint of the methods 
and the spirit required.

In the parable of the 
Good Samaritan He makes clear who 
Is a neighbor, and also what It means 
to be a neighbor, or what loving a 
neighbor means.
